The news agency said four other

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WASHINGTON (UPI) -A Nixon 
administration official was stabbed 
to 
death

Executive Office Building near the 
W hite House, police reported 


Police said the body of Ritchie H. 
Reed, 30. of Cheverly, Md 
was 
found in a fifth floor washroom of 
the building, located on Jackson 
Place near Lafayette Square Police 
said Reed s body was found about 4 
p.m. 


Reed 
was 
the 
director 
of 
economic 
resources for 
the 
Commission on Population Growth 
and the American Future 


District 
of Columbia homicide 
detectives 
said 
Reed had 
no 
identification on him when his body 
was found, fueling speculation he 
may have 
been robbed However 
police noted Reed still was wearing 
rings and a watch. 
A neighbor said Reed and his wife 
had lived in a brick house in the 
$32,000 class for about four years 
and were "reserved, but very nice.” 


The couple had no children. 
Like all 
government 
buildings 
here, and especially those directly 
associated with thè White House, 
security measures usually are heavy 
at

Executive 
Office 
Building where Reed's body was 
found. 
D C medical examiner Dr Jam es 
L. Luke said Reed died of about 20 
stab wounds in the head, heart, 
arms and legs, apparently sustained 
during a violent struggle in the 
lavatory. 
Police said they were questioning 
persons who found Reed’s body, but 
that they had no suspects as yet. 
Reed's body was found on the 
same floor as the office where he 
worked. Other offices on that floor 
include the administrative offices of 
the John F. Kennedy Center for the 
Performing Arts and 
the White 
House Historical Association. 
The U.S. Passport Office, in the 
midst of moving to another building, 
still

Mine, dock strikes spread across nation

Some 80,000 soft coal miners across the nation and 
most of the 45,000 East and Gulf Coast dockworkers 
walked out Friday in no-contract, no-work strikes. 
Dockworkers from Maine to Louisiana joined West 
Coast longshoremen who went out July 1 and the 
strike appeared to be spreading to Texas ports. United 
Mine Workers members struck in seven states. 
Negotiators for the UMW and the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association recessed talks for the weekend 
A federal mediator said. "They're a long way apart. 
They 're not even close. ” 
President Nixon studied the implications of a two- 
coast dock strike but held off seeking a 90-day back-to- 
work order under the Taft-Hartley Act. 
White House press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said, 
"We do not feel there is a national emergency in 
existence. We do not intend to take action to interfere 
with negotiations at the present time. 
Ziegler told newsmen that Labor Secretary James 


D. Hodgson was encouraged that a 93-day strike of 
15.000 West Coast longshoremen was near settlement. 
He said Nixon believed a settlement in the west would 
ease the impact of the East and Gulf Coast shutdown. 


Agriculture Secretary Clifford Hardin said the dock 
strikes had "plunged an economic sword into the 
hearts of farm ers.” The Association of American 
Railroads embargoed freight shipments for export on 
all 69 railroads moving to East Coast and Gulf Coast 
ports. 


The Chesapeake & Ohio and 
Baltimore Ohio 
railroads laid off 950 shop workers in Kentucky and 
West Virginia because of the dock and coal strikes. 


Gulf Coast dockworkers voted earlier this week to 
stay on the job after contracts expired at midnight 
Thursday. But Louisiana's two largest ports—New 
Orleans and Baton Rouge— were virtually closed 
Friday and workers in the Beaumont-Port Arthur. 
Tex., area voted Friday to go on strike. Picket lines 


were expected to go up there when longshoremen fi­ 
nished unloading a military ship 
Dockworkers remained on the job at Houston. 
Galveston and Corpus Christi, Tex. Great Lakes ports 
were not involved in the strike.

EDT and agreed to meet 
again Monday. Both sides rejected a proposal for 
binding arbitration, a spokesman said.

Longshoremen s Association and the shippers was the 
guaranteed annual wage, which the ILA won three 
years ago after a strike. 
New York and Boston longshoremen demanded a 
continuation of 2.080 hours pay a year —a lull 40-hour 
week—for each man whether there is work for him or 
not Dock workers in Philadelphia and Baltimore 
demanded 1,800 hours guaranteed. Shippers wanted to 
drop the guaranteed annual wage.

The demonstrators, facing tough 
police plus the inevitability of the 
election outcome despite opposition, 
clashed with police throughout the 
day in Saigon and Hue.

State welfare payments late 


SACRAMENTO <UPI> —Gov. Ronald Reagan said Friday thousands of 
California welfare recipients have not received their checks now due and 
accused the State Supreme Court of throwing the system into confusion by 
"bungling interference. ” 
In a second eleventh-hour move in as many days, state attorneys returned 
to the high court in San Francisco and asked for further clarification of an 
earlier order intended to clarify the state's authority to make welfare 
payments. 
Welfare officials reported the court did not act immediately but indicated 
it may hear the appeal on Monday. 
Meantime, 
state officials announced adoption of an "emergency 
regulation” aimed at giving county welfare directors the authority to go- 
ahead and mail the payments to recipients of aid to families with dependent 
children. 
They said the regulation would allow the directors to make an adjustment 
in the recipients' Oct. 15 check for any overpayment or underpayment made 
in their Oct. 1 grant. The AFDC recipients are mailed grants twice a month

difficulty. 
Now. of course. Mr Nixon 
having made the decision to 
recognize Red China, the 
psychic 
reorientation 
is 
necessary Mr Nixon found 
it easier than any amateur 
might 
have 
thought: 
resistance to his proposed 
trip to Red China has been 
flight 
The 
American 
people, who yearn for good 
news, and who continue to 
believe that Richard Nixon 
is simply not the kind of 
person 
who 
will 
make 
mistakes in his dealings 
with the enemy, rewarded 
him 
with 
a 
significant 
increase 
in 
the 
Gallup 
rating 
It was left only to give 
tlesh 
to 
Mr. 
Nixons 
promise that nothing in his 
decision would suggest that 
he was engaged in betraying 
America's 
'old friends.“ 
Now there are two ways in 
which one betrays one s old 
triends in this particular 
context To begin with, the 
old friend in question is 
easily 
identified 
as 
Nationalist 
China. 
As 
regards Nationalist China, 
we are in a position to prove 
the 
constancy 
of 
our 
friendship in two ways, the 
one symbolic, 
the other 
substantive. As regards the 
latter, what matters is the 
defense treaty of 1955. Any 
suggestion that that defense 
tre a ty , 
passed 
overwhelmingly 
in 
the 
United States Senate, is 
being 
rescinded, 
would 
amount to betrayal of the 
coarsest kind, and it is not 
anywhere 
suggested 
that 
President Nixon entertains 
any 
such 
intention. 
The 
other betrayal is symbolic. 
And the assignment has 
been given to George Bush 
to prevent its happening, 
namely the expulsion of the 
Nationalist Chinese from 
the United Nations 
There is no doubting the 
sincerity 
of 
Mr. 
Bushs 
efforts 
to 
line 
up 
the 
necessary votes. And he has 
succeeded 
in 
getting 
a 
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formidable 
co-sponsor, 
namely Japan, for the two - 
China resolution. On the 
other hand, the votes we 
need in the UN are not by 
any means out there waiting 
to be counted 
The specialists, lining up 
the market situation, are 
frankly skeptical that when 
the vote comes, the United 
States will prevail. They are 
saying that it will be close, 
that it is altogether possible 
that the United Nations will 
expel 
the 
Nationalist 
Chinese in order to validate 
the Red Chinese claim to 
dominance 
over 
Taiwan. 
These are the same people, 
one pauses to remark, who 
would run away from any 
proposal to deny to the 
present representatives the 
right to dispose of the votes 
of 
Hungary 
and 
Czechoslovakia; let alone 
Byelorussia or the Ukraine. 
The international mood in 
the UN is bent on appeasing 
Red 
Ch ina 
and 
embarrassing 
the United 
States. I tend to think that 
the latter is the stronger ot 
the two impulses, for one 
simple reason, which I beg 
you not to dismiss. Although 
the 
Soviet 
Union, 
tor 
reasons ot abstract socialist 
solidarity, 
will argue in 
favor ot jettisoning Taiwan, 
in fact the Soviet Union is 
not going to work hard to 
oblige the Red Chinese. 
Therefore, the anti - Taiwan 
vote will be. primarily, not 
a pro - Communist vote, but 
an anti - American vote, you 
wait and see. 
So what is Mr. Bush to do? 
This depends, of course, on 
his instructions. Up until 
now one gathers that Mr. 
Nixon has told him to do 
what he can within the 
parliamentary 
situation. 
That may not prove enough: 
who knows. Upper Volta 
may 
decide 
that 
world 
peace 
re q u ire s 
the 
vaporization ot Nationalist 
China. 
Eight years ago. Senator 
Barry Goldwater wrote a 
piece 
for 
This 
Week 
Magazine on the question of 
the admission of Red China 
He said that the time had 
come for the United States 
to say: No. The piece was of 
course explicated, but the 
title told it all. If the United 
States, certain of its moral 
and historical footing, were 
to say No — why. that is all 
there would be to it 
The question becomes — 
as so many questions do — 
political, 
Is 
Mr. 
Nixon

To counter a Democratic proposal for increased income 
taxes, the governor and Republicans submitted a new offer 


which Assembly GOP leader Robert Monagan described as 
engineered to "meet all the objections they »Democrats» 
have had to use of the sales tax in the program 
The offer, which Republicans relused to detail publicly, 
was proposed to the Democrats during an hour-and-a-half 
meeting behind closed door in Reagan s office. Tempers 
flared and newsmen outside heard alternate angrv shouts 
and thunderous laughter 
Afterward. Moretti said Democrats rejected the GOP 
program, adding, 
It was an offer that I could not accept 
He said no other Democrats accepted it either. 
Asked about the shouting. Moretti said the negotiators 
had our moments of emotions We re human beings 


In response to questions, he said the talks have verged on 
collapse but that the participants agreed to keep meeting 
and settle the issue in the same give-and-take fashion that 
welfare and Medi-Ca! were overhauled. 
A major unresolved difference is increasing the sales tax 
versus increasing the income tax. Republicans favor sales 
levy boosts while Democrats oppose that and favor adding a 
one per cent increase on net taxable income. 
"We still believe that some portion on the program must 
come from sales tax, Monagan told reporters. 
The additional revenue raised by increased state taxes 
would be spent to balance a $300 million deficit in the 
current $6.7 billion state budget

The doctor's mailbag 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—When I 
left the hospital, the doctor 
prescribed nitroglycerin tab­ 
lets. Chest pains have been 
very rare, just occasional 
stabs at times that go away 
as they come. Shoulders and 
arm feel limp at times, as if 
I were punched with a box­ 
ing glove. I put a t a b l e t 
under my tongue and that 
apparently helps out or is it 
my imagination? 


Dear Reader—Who knows? 
This is one of our big prob­ 
lems in evaluating the ef­ 
fects of various medicines, 
or even surgical procedures. 
A doctor may be perfectly 
sure that the medicine he is 
giving his patient is doing a 
world of good when in fact 
it is the power of suggestion 
that is doing the trick. 
This is why research stud­ 
ies are often designed so 
that some patients get sugar 
pills and others get a drug 
that is being tested. Even 
the d o c t o r doesn’t know 
which medicine the phar­ 
macy g i v e s the patient. 
Then, when the patient’s re- 
s p o n s e is evaluated and 
matched with which medi- 
cide he was actually getting, 
you can tell if it is all just 
in the mind or truly the ef­ 
fect of the medicine. 


Don’t discount the value 
of the benefit though that 
c o m e s from the mind or 
from faith. Even the right 
medicine doesn’t do as much 
for the patient who has no 
faith in it and is determined 
not to get well. 
What you are describing is 
“ angina” the type of heart 
pain that causes fleeting dis­ 
comfort in the c h e s t and 
arms. Short sharp stabs may 
not be angina however, but 
something else. Angina is re­ 
lieved by nitroglycerin tab­ 
lets. When one learns that 
certain events cause angina 
pain he can take a tablet be­ 
fore the event and often pre­ 
vent the attack. Thus, if you 
know you will get angina by 
walking two blocks uphill 
and must do so, it is a good 
idea to take the pill before 
starting the walk. 


Nitroglycerin 
tablets 
do 
“wear out” with age and you 
should be sure that you al­ 
ways have fresh ones avail­ 
able. 


Another point for the many 
people who take nitroglycer­ 
in tablets under the tongue— 
if you have not had any need 
for tablets for s e v e r a l 
months and then start hav­ 
ing chest pain, it is better 
not to take the tablet. Call 
your doctor instead. The on­ 
set of chest pain when you 
have been f r e e of it for 
months can mean the start 
of a heart attack. Nitroglyc­ 
erin tablets should not be 
taken if there is any possi­ 
bility the pain is a heart at­ 
tack or myocardial infarc­ 
tion. Under these conditions, 
the nitroglycerin tablet can 
cause shock and even death. 
Like many medicines, nitro­ 
glycerin is a wonderful aid 
to man but only when it is 
used in the right amounts in 
the right circumstances. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Have 
read much about the pill 
but can’t find the answers to 
my questions. 1 ) After stop 
ping the pill do menstrual 
periods 
resume 
normally 


within the next 30 or so 
days? 2.) If one is in her late 
40s, could it cause menstrual 
cycles when irregularity or 
cessation 
would 
normally 
occur. 3.) If a woman stops 
taking the pills and doesn’t 
have periods, is this an in­ 
dication of menopause? 4.) 
Will going off the pill induce 
a menopause effect in her 
( i r r e g u l a r i t y 
and 
hot 
flashes)? 
Dear Reader — Actually, 
birth control pills are just 
combinations 
of 
the 
hor­ 
mones a woman normally 
produces. One of these hor­ 
m o n e s 
(progesterone) 
is 
secreted during pregnancy 
and has the effect of pre­ 
venting any more ova from 
being 
released, 
thus 
pre­ 
venting a second pregnancy 
in 
the 
already 
pregnant 
uterus. A lot of the dangers 
ascribed 
to 
birth 
control 
pills are less likely to occur 
with the pill than they are 
with a pregnancy. 
1. Most women do resume 
normal 
menstrual 
cycles 
when the pill is stopped, but 
since this is a complex bal­ 
ance between the pituitary 
gland under the brain and 
the reproductive organs, it 
doesn’t always happen. To 
keep the total glandular sys­ 
tem in balance, some doc­ 
tors stop the pill at intervals 
to give the system a chance 
to 
function 
normally. 
Of 
course, you could get preg­ 
nant while you are off the 
pill. 
2. Yes, some pills can 
cause a woman to continue 
to have periods. This isn’t 
necessarily bad since it is 
an indication of continued 
cyclic hormone activity sim­ 
ilar to that occuring before 
the menopause. 
3. Failure to menstruate 
after the pill is stopped can 
mean the pituitary or master 
gland isn’t producing enough 
hormone to stimulate the 
female organs. It does not 
guarantee a person that she 
is not still ovulating and 
won’t get pregnant. Don’t as­ 
sume that just because you 
are not menstruating, you 
can’t get pregnant. 
Many 
woman can still get preg­ 
nant for at least two years 
after their p e r i o d s have 
stopped 


4. Menopausal symptoms 
are sometimes prevented by 
giving one of the birth con­ 
trol pills since these pro­ 
vide the normal hormones 
of the female. So yes, in 
some women, stopping the 
pill may result in the meno­ 
pausal symptoms. If symp­ 
toms occur, the doctor may 
decide it is best to continue 
the pill or to use some other 
medicine. During a woman's 
normal child-bearing years, 
female hormones are not all 
bad. Estrogen helps prevent 
high cholesterol and fatty 
deposits in the arteries that 
cause heart disease and may 
also help in some women 
after the menopause.

May try to make it fit into 
the other decor in the home. 
June also mends broken 
ceramic pieces. She savs 
that she gets a great deal of 
satisfaction from repairing 
people's 
treasures. 
After 
she has worked something 
over, it is difficult to tell 
where it has been broken. A 
woman brought a treasure 
in that had been broken into 
hundreds of pieces in the 
process of shipping. June 
painstakingly put the whole 
thing back together 
A local stationery store 
buys some of their ceramic 
items. The chess pieces on 
display there are molded, 
hand 
painted 
and 
then 
antiqued. They come in a 
variety of colors, nearly any 
color there is. and are very 
attractive. 
Most of the clay that May 
and June use comes from 
Northern California and has 
a high firing temperature of 
2.30« degrees F. Out of this 
clay. 
June 
makes 
some 
extraordinarily 
delicate 
flowers and leaves. 
The roses she makes are 
pieces of sheet dipped in 
liquid clay or slip. They are 
then hand - molded to the 
correct shape. The result is 
a flower with petals as thm 
and trail looking as those of 
a real rose. 
The leaves are made from 
slip also. It is poured on a 
plaster bat which absorbs 
some of the water from the 
liquid 
What is left is a flat 
pancake of thin clay. As 
June is forming the leaf, she 
presses the clay against the 
palm of her hand. The veins 


in her hand give the clay the 
veiny, 
organic 
look 
that 
leaves have. The effect is 
truely remarkable. 
In the winter. June stalks 
the 
lields 
and 
hills 
of 
Lompoc for dry flowers and 
weeds. These are dipped in 
ceramic slip, fired, glazed 
and fired again. They are 
used 
fo r 
o r n a m e n t a l 
decoration on vases. Instead 
of 
trying 
to 
create 
a 
facsimile, the real thing is 
used to its best advantage. 
June 
teaches 
children 
ceramics on a volunteer 
basis. She works with girls 
from 
the 
Lompoc 
Gi rl s 
Club and taught at summer 
camp this year. Girls from 
th e 
B l u e b i r d s 
l e a r n 
ceramics from her to earn 
their pottery badge. June 
feels that it is necessary for 
children to do a varieiv of 
things 
while

show up in the estates of de­ 
ceased collectors who began 
their hobby in the late 19th 
and early 20th centuries, a 
period when there were few­ 
er collectors and the now 
rare and scarce pieces were 
more readily available. 
As one would expect, the 
estate of an avid collector

produce

Usually, collections of this 
type 
are 
based 
entirely 
around American issues and 
command top market prices. 
The 
heirs 
or 
surviving 
spouse have little difficulty 
in disposing of such collec 
tions to either a reputable or 
disreputable dealer. 
Both the responsible and 
irresponsible dealer will rely 
on the established reputation 
of the original owner to cul­ 


minate a quick sale. 
But 
while the first will be satis­ 
fied with a reasonable m ark­ 
up, the latter finds it to his 
advantage to substitute spur­ 
ious 
and 
fake 
pieces 
for 
specimens of value. 
A typical example of such 
a transaction was a collec­ 
tion of U.S. coins in series 
starting with the half-cent 
through the half-dollar put 
together by a lifelong collec­ 
tor of some renown. Most of 
the rare and scarce coins 
were in top condition. 
Two offers were passed 
over in favor of one close to 
the retail value, a proposition 
that smacked of irregulari­ 
ties because the buyer was 
neither a known collector or 
dealer, and such an offer 
could return little in the wav 
of profit. 
As suspected, the entire 
collection was placed on pri­ 
vate sale and offers for in­ 
dividual pieces were not ac- 
c e p t e d. In time, the buyer

While the heirs enjoyed a 
profit substantially greater 
than 
reasonably 
expected, 
reaction to this particular 
change of ownership could 
be devastating to the repu­ 
tation of the deceased.
